CARING FOR THE 

VEGETABLE GARDEN 


(Experimental Farms Note) 


The well-tended vegetable gar¬ 
den commands attention until the 
last root and stalk is harvested 
in late October. AmiO|g the little 
duties to be performed in Septem¬ 
ber are the following: 

Celery should be carefully 
mounded with earth and in such 
a way that the Toots of the plants 
are not severely injured. The 
stalks may be held together with 
one hand to prevent soil getting 
into the heart as the plants are 
moundd up with soil. By late 
September only a tuft of leaves 
are seen emenging from the hill. 

Onions should early be rolled 
with an empty barrel or light 
roller to induce bulb growth and 
ward off tendencies to produce 
thick necks. The crop is to be 
harvested before heavy frosts oc¬ 
cur. 

Potatoes are to he rogued, dig-

INCREASE IN FOX FARMING 


A large increase, both in the 
number of fox farms and in the 
value of those farms in Canada, 
is shown for the year 1924 over 
the previous year. Last year 
there were 1466 farms valued 
at $10,813,833, as compared with 
1,179 farms in the previous year 
valued at $8,284,384. An even 
larger proportionae' increase is 
shown in the number and value 
of other fur bearing animals 
farms. The animals are: racoon, 
mink, skunk, maren, fisher, coy¬ 
ote, chinchilla and other kinds of 
rabbit and karakul sheep. In 1924 
thlese farms numbered 84 and 
were valued at $152,587, as com¬ 
pared with 48 farms in 1923, 
valued at $99,445.

northern driller for the company. 

The Fort Norman crew reporr- 
ed that in th e well drilled this 
summer a short distance from the 
original discovery well, oil is es¬ 
timated in quantity at about 100 
barrels per day was struck in a 
shale at a depth <of 1,063 feet. 

Tthe new well was drdled to 
a depth of 1,603 feet, when opera¬ 
tions were suspended in order to 
catch the last ‘up-river boat to 
civilization before freeze up. 

At Same Depth 

This production struck in the 
new well is just about the same, 
and at just about the same depth 
as the original discovery. Both 
wells are about 50 miles south of 
Fort Norman post on the right 
hank of the MacKenzie river, 
within the Arctic circle. 

After drill ng through the Oil 
shale at 1.063 feet, the log of the 
well was as follows: struck lime¬ 
stone at 1.086 feet which was 
somewhat ot a snrpriz* at that 
depth; drilled through it and 
stifuck another stratum of shale 
at 1,500 feet which continued to 


1,603 feet where drilling was sus¬ 
pended for the summer. While 
decision whether the well will he 
drilled deeper rests with head¬ 
quarters in t h east, he indica¬ 
tions are such that the well may 
be drilled still deeper. 

The crew which came out from 
Fort Norman in charge of Angus 
E. Sutherland, driller in charge, 
included Featherstone, second 
driller; W. E. Wilson and Edward 
Sutherland, tool dressers; H. 
Whiittington and Harold M„ Gary- 
firemen; W.D.G.Reid in charge of 
commissary; and Jerry Lawson 
cook. 

The party made a record trip 
out from: the far north, having lefr. 
Fort Norman on Monday, Sept¬ 
ember 7th, last, aboard the Al¬ 
berta and Arctic Transportation 
company steamer, “The Distrib¬ 
utor.” They report having ex¬ 
perienced a good summer in the 
far north with lots of fine, warm 
weather.
